place to place, trying to keep dry. 
Then too, the wood was so wet it 
would not burn satisfactorily. 

It was under such conditions that 
one of the children took sick, There 
was no telephone and no doctor to 
»nhone to. The best the mother 
could do was to walk nearly a 
mile through long, wet grass and 
brush to a neighbor to find some 
remedy (maybe), The best to be 
had was given and as she returned 
soon found herself bewildered 
among the brush, There was no 
trail to follow; her sight none too 
clear, she mistook a brush cluster 
for the shack as it was getting 
dark, 

The excessive rain made every 
low place soft with mud and partly 
filled with water. She paddled 
through several of these places 
and became weak, and finally ex: 
hausted, and sank to the ground. 
When at the point of giving up 
she thought of her children, and 
making a super human effort she 
managed to find the shack, 

We can imagine what the feel- 
ings of both mother and children 
were upon her arrival.

A MESSAGE FROM THE 
AGRICULTURAL SERVICE 
BOARD SUPERVISOR 


(W.K. Snyder, supervisor) 


Now that harvest has been com- 
pleted and threshing and combin- 
ing is well under way we should 
like to make a few suggestions. 

The use of a tarpaulin to cover 
the loaded grain trucks will pay 
for itself in short order. It is com- 
mon practice to fill the box and 
ound it up with grain. On the way 
to the elevator several bushels of 
grain will blow away as well as 


contains, which means that loaded 
trucks are in some measure re- 
sponsible for the spreading of 
weeds. Such spread of weed seeds 
would be avoided if the load were 
securely covered, It was recently 
brought to our attention of one 
instance where a truck load of 
seed grain was weighed at one 
point, covered with a 


tarpaulin, 
then driven 20 miles and weighed 
again. In transit 5 bushels of 
grain had been blown = away 
through a small tear in the tarp- 
aulin. Therefore we see that it 
not take much imagination 
to visualize what happens to the 
grain when the load is not covered, 
Regulations Covering Screenings 

—As provided by the Noxious 
Weeds Act. 

1. Every person who has screen: 
ings in his possession or under his 
control shall keep them in build- 
ings, bins or containers so con- 
structed that screenings are secur: 
ely confined therein. 

2. No screening shall be moved 
except in tight containers which 
will prevent scattering of seeds in 
transit. 

3. No screenings shall be moved 
as feed for live stock unless fed 
within an inclosed feed lot. 

4. The disposition of screenings 
shall be reported on Sale or Re- 
moval of Screenings Record forms 
as prescribed by the Field Crops 
Branch,

Livestock in Britain is on the in- 
crease, This is revealed in figures 
published recently by the Ministry 

Agriculture which are taken

in June of this year for crops and 
agricultural workers as well as for 
livestock, Compared with a year 
avo, there are now 886,000 more 
sheep and lambs, 340,000 more cat 
tle and 488,000 more pigs. Poultry 
flocks have increased from 52 mil- 
lion to almost 61 million, The cen- 
sus also shows that more people 
are working on the land, The ag 
ricultural labour foree expanded 
during the twelve months under 
review from about 740,000 to more 
than 750,000. Amount of land un- 
der cultivation is now some 10% 
million acres, Of this about 6 mil- 
lion are devoted to wheat, barley 
and oats, another one million pot- 
atoes, 412,000 to sugar beets and 
58,000 to linseed. There are now 
ten million acres of grassland and 
3's million of temporary pasture.

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LOST LEMON MINE 
MAY BE FOUND 


The Lost Lemon gold mine of 
jact or fiction that has been pre- 
sumed responsible for five violent 
deaths since 1879 may possibly be 
found by road construction gangs 
now driving through the foothills 
of the Rockies building the 70- 
mile road from Morley to Coleman. 

According to J. D. Middlemass, 
secretary of the newly created East 
Rockies Conservation Board, build- 
ers of the road, it will pass through 
ihe territory lying between the 
Highwood and Old Man Rivers.

Now we all know that costs have increased and | 
no doubt the sum realized from radio licenses does not 
pay for the large outlay necessary to bring the many 
and varied programs to Canadian listeners. On the 
other hand, the increased license fee will not bring 
the desired revenue. The reason is that right now it 
is doubtful if 50 per cent of the radios in Canada are 
licensed. If the fee were increased to $5 the propor- 
tion would be still lower, and the collectors necessary 
to gather in the required license fee would absorb 
nearly all the increased revenue in commissions and 
expenses. 

The Board of Governors say that they do not see 
their way clear to raise their advertising rates to cover 
the increased expenses. Probably they are not that far- 
sighted, but a newspaper must raise its advertising 
rates when expenses increase. It may also raise its 
subscription rate slightly, but a publisher knows 
that if he doubled his subscription rate he would pro- 
bably lose half of his subscribers. This will be equally

|'SMALL SWEDISH VESSELS 
BRING IMMIGRANTS TO CANADA 


The Acting Minister of Mines and 
Resources has announced that the 
Government is concerned at the 
{number of small vessels coming 
to Canada from Sweden with im- 
inigrants who cannot comply with 
the immigration regulations, 

Commencing in 1948 — several 
groups of displaced persons have 
pooled their funds and bought 
small vessels in Sweden in which 
they have come to Canada without 
obtaining visas. To avoid imposing 
hardship on these people by re- 
turning: them to Europe in a pen- 
niless condition, admission has 
heen authorized in several instan- 
ces on humanitarian grounds, This 
has apparently encourhged other

jissued overseas, both through the 


}press and by other means, that 
inadmissible immigrants will 
{returned to Europe, 

In recent months owners of 


‘small ships have begun to bring 
j}immigrants to Canada. Some have 


;chartered their ships to prospec- 
tive immigrants for the purpose, 
Others have sold individual pas- 
sages, All such owners, together 


with their agents and masters of 
vessels, are subject to prosecution 
in any cases of violation of the 
provisions of the Immigration Act. 
Inadmissable immigrants brought 
to Canada will be refused admis- 
|sion and will be returned on the 
ships by which they arrive, in ae- 
leordance with the provisions of 
the Immigration Act, 

The Acting Minister emphasized 
ithat allen immigrants from over- 
seas are required to obtain Cana- 
dian visas before embarking for 
Canada, The purpose of this re- 
|quirement is to determine the 
admissibility of appleants prior to 
sailing, thus preventing unneces- 
sary expenditure of funds for trans- 
portation by inadmissible persons 
and the personal hardship that en-
